1 1 . A method for technology exchange and collaboration comprising: 

2 storing a first profile associated with a first member, a second profile associated with a 

3 second member, and a project profile associated with the first member; 

4 comparing the first profile and the second profile to identify at least one common 

5 characteristic; and 

6 permitting an exchange between the first member and the second member if the comparison 

7 identifies said at least one common characteristic.
